Washington. May 2.—The following 
telegram dated May 1 has been re­ 
ceived at the Japanese legation from 
Tokio: 
“General Kuroki, commanding the 
first army, reports that on the 26th 
of April preparations were made for 
laying bridges across the Yalu.

the same day detachments of the im­ 
perial guard and of the Second divi­ 
sion attacked and dispersed the enemy 
on Islands in the river and occupied 
the islands.

London, May 2.—No independent ac­ 
counts of the fighting on the Yalu have 
reached London, and various opinions 
are expressed this morning regarding 
the importance of the Japanese vic­ 
tory. 
It is considered in some quar­ 
ters that it was never the intention of 
the Russians to hold the right bank 
of the Yalu except for tactical pur­ 
poses, and that the real struggle has 
not yet been reached. 
All the papers,

their prestige. 
The Telegraph in an editorial takes 
the rather extreme view of comparing 
the capture of Chiu Tien Cheng to that 
of Waterloo and Plevna, and says that 
the present misfortune is even more 
serious because the Russians have 
been driven from a fortified position 
in spite of every advantage conferred 
on Its defense by modern weapons. 
The fight, the editorial says, "m ust 
modify forever the destinies of Europe 
and Asia.”
